Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: The prior art with regard to Kreb and Lee was discussed. Applicant's 
representative discussed how the claimed invention differed from the syringe of Kreb since Applicant's representative 
noted that Kreb does not have an actuator that compresses the fluid conduit 12 to open and close a fluid path. 
Applicant's representative also argued that the plunger of Lee is not a fluid conduit. Examiner suggested to clarify the 
language of independent claim 1 to include a more concise definition of 'valve', to clarify the 'first and second ends' and 
'first and second housings', and to point out in the specification the 'means for removably attaching the first housing 
portion to the second housing portion.' . 
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
